KILLED ON HAOB TRACK. 

Jockey Thrown Amidst Fallen Ilorses 
Has His Skull Fractured by Kick. 

New York, April 24,— A frightful acci- 
dent happened at the .\quediiet race- 
track to-day. Jockey Frank G'Lenry 
was fatally injured and two otlior boys 
were badly shaken up. It occurred in 
tile fifth race and in a moderate Ueki. 
Tlie horses got awny in good order, nud 
when they lind gone about n sixteenth 
of a mile, G. E. Wightmnu, McJoynt 
up, stunililod and fell, the jockey rolling 
uiuler tlie fence out of harm's way nnd 
escaping witli slight bruises and a shak- 
ing up.

The girls 
range from 14 to 'JO years of age, and 
have earned from ?4 to $8 a week work- 
ing l)y the day on ladies' wrappers. 
Contractor Murgoles, tlio now boss, told 
the girls tliat hereafter they must give 
!?1 deposit for repairs for their sewing 
machines nnd must clean up the ma- 
chines and fix up imperfections in their 
own time after U p. m. They wore also 
ordered to be silent nt their work. 
The change meant an additional half- 
hour's work each day. The girls deter- 
mined to strike when Margoles refused 
to moderate his new rules. Four of the 
girls are picketing the street near the 
Baumann factory.

THE .TAPANBSB VISITATION. 

Great Many of Those Arriving Are 
Market Gardeners— Entering the 
States by Stealth. 

From Oiir Own CorresDondcnt. 

\'anconvor. April 24.— "There are ."i.OOO 
.Tapanese immigrants en route from 
,Tapan to British Columbia and tlw 
Sound, and from what 1 can understand 
there is likely to be a further inilnx of 
aliout 2.1,000 .lapanese laborers to N'lirtli 
America bofnro the season is liuislieil." 
This was tlie statt'menr iiuulc by fiiited 
States Immigration Agent Ileal;-, when 
asked if ho had ,-iiiy idea of tin- iinnibor 
of .lapaiu'so that were likely to arrive 
at British Colnmliia and Sound ]iiu-ls 
durir.g the snniiiier. Mr. llealy said 
that he believed the situation Avas 
alarming enough to warrant the United 
States and Canadian governments taking 
joint aetiiMi iu the matter. Ho said ho 
thought if this was not done at once that 
the trouble he was now having with 
.fapauesf smuggling tliemselves over 
the practically unprotected boundary lino 
from Canada into the Uidted States 
would grow to such dimensions as to 
cause complicntious to arise and pi rhaps 
unavoidable friction between the two 
countries interested. Mr. llealy said 
that already, while the tremendous inlln.v, 
of .lapanese had scarcely coiiiiiieiu-cd, Im 
had reports from his nieii walchiiig the 
boundary lino that parties of eight, ten 
anil twenty .lapanese altem|iting to get 
a<-ross the" line almost daily hail been 
turned back. Mr. llealy added it was 
(iuite likely that as soon as the United 
States officers had their backs turned 
these same parties woubl succeed in sli])- 
|)iiig ovio- the lino. Mr. llealy said he 
ft'lt (luite convinced a great nuniber of 
the .lapanese landing in A'ictoria ami 
Vancouver found their way into tho 
Unitod States, for tho great iiiajcu-ily of 
till' three m- four tlomsanil .laiiaiiese 
that bad arrived over this iiKuitii had ilis- 
ai)|)earod simiewliere out of Canada, and 
thev had not receiveil passp.ots from him 
ill anv numbers worth speaking of. Mr. 
Ilealv exiilained that the pn-sent inlinx 
w as oiilirolv nnoxpocted, and tho machin- 
erv at his disposal to handle the .lapan- 
ese properly was entirely iliadiMiiiate: 
lliat iiliiiiu' till' border between Seattle 
and Blaine fm- abmit l.'iO miles it was 
tlie easiest thing in tho world for Jap- 
anese to walk over at night unmolested. 
Ills men hail often got word of .Tapanese 
aiiproaching the line, but tho .Tapanese 
sent out spies, who, seeing them ap- 
proach, would warn the lot, who would 
run to cover and escape detection. Mr. 
Ilealv said the 40 miles of sen-coast be- 
tween Blaine and Seattle was also un- 
protected. 

In his opinion the .Japanese arriving at 
present are not coolifcs or contract labor- 
ers. Of the 200 in all who applied to 
him for passports into the United States, 
fully 150 were market gardeners and 
meii who had small rice fields in tho in- 
terior ot .Tapan.

ning through what one may term an 
open culvert, spatiiieil only by the iron 
mils ot the roail. These, being set but 
a metre gauge apart, have been loosely 
covereil with n sheet of corrugated iron, 
chielly for the convenieneo of men of 
the Roinount ami I'ionoer cnmps walk- 
ing down to hathe in the dam near by..

Next day a kraulful 
are caught and tiinl up to the long 
mangers by Capo boys, or by their 
present substitutes, the much inferior 
Fingoes. No easj task is this cornering 
and catching. The cobs, having ex- 
l)erienced at home the pleasure of being 
lassoed, and, further, having evidently 
been twitched by the ear when their 
muues were being hogged previous to 
shipment, are strongly uvoise to their 
lieads being touched, using both hind 
and forelegs, or even their teeth, un- 
sparingly. The Fiugoes eventually wear 
and frighten them down, and the next 
thing is they are handed over in batches 
of about a dozen to the riding master. 
Quite si.\ times a day does that inde- 
fatigable individual set his posse of 
roughriders going with a bunch of those 
sturdy and sometimes self-willed little 
animals. If they ore awkward to 
catch, they are still more awkward to 
bridle, aud many of them rebel against 
the fominlity of mounting. But this 
once effected, nine out of the dozen ac- 
cept the position quietly enough; two 
win perhaps put their cavalrymen over 
their head, and a third will go down tho 
lines at a mad gallop till he roaches the 
^^Vi long row of ■water troughs, and thero 
remains stunt as a Ulule. Tho l>:'.!finOi) 
of the party then go forth on to tho 
veldt, are circledi walked, trotted, ex- 
tended, closed, . halted, dismounted, 
wheeled at a gallop, aud so forth, for 
an hour, an occasional riderless horse 
boing seen scampering out of the dust- 
cloud while these evolutions are going 
on.

As nearly as cuu be juilged ri-oiii the 
fragmentary despatches from Bloemfon- 
tein, the attention of Lord Robert 
(lirccteil t<i elearing the Roors out of the 
.'ioutlicasiorn poiMiou ot tho Free State 
'I here seems to bo a con.=.idorabIo force 
of them there, divided into three princi 
pul parties. One of them is at Wopcner, 
auolliiT at DewolKilorp, wliich is nearer 
I Jlooniroiitoiii, Mild the third east of tlie 
l''ree State capital at or near tho wutor- 
wdrlss. Gen. Brabant is advancing from 
the south upon Wcpenor, and ho nj) 
pareutl.v ■vvill drive tlio Boor force north 
ivai'd. C!en. Chelinstord's command wati 
.•I' PrddeisburK, whiidi is west of 
Wepciier. Oeu. Buiidlo is at Dewets 
dorp, hohlinff tlie enemy in cliocli at the 
northeast; while Generals Pole-Carow 
and French appear to be opcratiuK east- 
ward from Bloenifontein. towards tlie 
llasiiloliind fi-oiilier aiul across tlie 
i-neuiy's line ot rotrent northward. To 
the east lies Basutolnnd, and the 
Basntos may be trusted to talce care that 
no ISoors find refuse in that protectorate 
'I'his (lispasilion i>f our force would seem 
lo ho well calculated to comiiol tho sur- 
render of the enemy or else force them 
to retreat precipitately aUmp; the Basuto 
frontier northward. It is not desirable 
tiiat tho several Boor commandos in 
this part of the I''n'e State should be 
l>rol<(>u Mj). 'riiey ouf;lit eitlier to be 
<aptiired or be driven northward in a 
body, so as to prevent guerilla attacks 
on our linos of comintinication. 

'I'lio necessity of clearing tliis part of 
llio •'"roe State of the eiioniy l)of<u-e the 
northerly advance is bofriin accounts, we 
submit, for the rotircincnt of Mcthueu to 
Boshof. There was no object in his 
advanciiifi on I?randfort until Gen. Rob- 
erts was ready to strike the enemy from 
the south. Wc take very little stock in 
the reports of Boer successes against 
Ifothuon. They are evidently manufai'- 
Inred to order. Our men are not in tho 
habit of being driven back without iii- 
lllctitiir any more daina!;(> on the ouoiny 
th.iii the wniindiiiu' of two of them. 



convention's approval of their course in 
the legislature. If elected these gentle-

They 
arc committed neither to the New "West- 
minster plntfotinvnor to the declaration 
of the Victoria Liberal-Conservative 
Association in favor of federal lines in 
the local arena. We lay stre.ss upon 
this point, for it is de.slrable to prevent 
any misunderstanding. >'o ouo need 
hesitate to vote for those gontloiuen lost 
ho may bo understood as committing 
himself to anything more than a doter- 
niination to remove from British Colum- 
bia tli(^ menace of Mr. Martin's policy 
and iiolitical personality. This is the 
great question now before the people of 
this province. 

One plia.^o of the political issue of 
this campaign is tlie restoration in their 
integrity of the principles of responsible 
government. It will bo remombored 
that in tlio by-election ot ISOO this 
v\-as the gvdiit tiuestion. The people of 
Victoria responded to it in no uncertain 
terms. They declared as strongly as 
votes could declare it that they were 
oii|)osod to the inauguration of personal 
government. If that declaration was 
important last year, it is still more im- 
portant now, when the province is in the 
hands of a ministry composed with one 
exception of gentlemen who have never 
received popular endorsement. No one 
will pretend to say that the selection of 
^Ir. Martin for tlii' preiuiersliip, the pro- 
rogation of till' lioiisi' witliout asking 
for supply, tlie choice ot cabinet minis- 
ters, and tho long delay in bringing on 
the elections can bo S(]uarcd with the 
principles of responsible government. 
The powers which the Lieutoiiaiit-Gov- 
ornor has exercised undoubtedly are 
vested theoretically in him. That is to 
say, there is no body whieli can pass in 
review upon His Honor's acts and de- 
clare tlieni unconstitutional, as acts of 
the legislature are pronounced upon by 
the courts. It is for tlu? people to decide 
whether ho has kept within the limits of 
his constitutional autliority. The voters 
speaking through the ballot box are tlie 
final judges f)f the const il ul ionality of 
any act of tlio Ijieutriiant-fJovernor, and 
Ihey express their approval or disap- 
proval by sustaining or condemning the 
minister who is responsible for that act. 
In the present instance the responsibility 
rests upon Mr. Martin. 

In addition lo declaring their views 
upon this important subject, tho voters 
must pronounce upon the policy which 
Mr. JIartin has laid down as thai to 
which he is committed. 'J'horo are 
many things in the thirty-two ]ilaiiks 
of that platform which are the merest 
platitudes, but on one or two snlijocts a 
square issue can be raised, Wc have 
.also the record of Mr. Martin hs a pub- 
lic man to take into consideration, for 
in politics as in everything else the 
" porsoiial equation " counts. Mr. Mar- 
tin cannot be divorced from his personal- 
ity or his public record. When we. 
speak of his personality wo do not wish 
to bo understood as referring to bis 
private life, but only to those qualities 
wliich he e.v)iibits In his public career. 
.VII these matters present clear linos 
along wliich the friends of good govern- 
ment cai! range themselves and work 
together witli the same heartiness as 
clmracterizpd tho opposition campaign of 
1899, and this time we hope those who 
then worked together for tliis cause will 
bo strenglhonod by the assistance of 
many who ijid not then realize 
essily of act ion along these liii

STOUY FROM GABERONES. 

Ilididonts of Col. IMmner's 1''rying March 
for Relii'f of .Mafekiiig. 

1-Mary of Ofllcer I'rolei'ioratc Force. 

As a preliminary step to Joining hands 
with Colonel Buden l'owell, Colonel I'iiiiiier 
had ■Uccltled to advance 100 men from .Mo- 
<'hudl to the south supported by the arnior- 
<'d tmlBs and to occupy our old position at 
Crocodile Pools. Since Bloff had assumed 
I'ouuunnd of the Boer forces the enemy 
liad ibQcome considerably more active; on 
oiif or two occasions, their patroln ap- 
peiiTod Jn the nelghborliood of the railway 
line, and ,wo found wedges In the expansion 
Intervals of the rails. Fearing that It was 
the JBtejrtJon of the Boers to destroy some 
of the culverts repaired by us, we decided 
to lay an auibii.'./h. After one of two ansuc- 
ces.sful .titt-ejniits to catch tho burijliers by 
lying In the bed of a sprulf. we came to 
the conclUBlou that more decided steps were 
ucccssary. ^\'■c had learned that It was 
tho custom for patrols to be sent dolly to 
(iiibcrones Stolon, an& we therefore re- 
solved to lie iu ambush at the telcgnip'ii 
oflice. 

Compared with the deserted sidings which 
are dignlllcd liy the names of stations on 
the liechHanalnnd railway, Gaberones Is a 
village. On .the. western side are several 
Iron buildings)' liiclndjing the ticket and 
telegraph offlces and a gond shelter; to 
the cast of the lipe Is a refreshment biir 
and an hotel, the latter lying some 60 yards 
from the platform; on Htenming northward 



and, ns the -faintest glimmer of dawn was 
unnotlceftble until •\:;iO, the darkness was 
Intense. "Not a sound ssive the chlrniplug 
of the grasshoppers could be heard until 
3:30, when the sentry, crouching near the 
acmored tr«In, saw two flgures upon the 
main lino, Uot 5<) yards from the dead-<^nd. 
The sharj) chiillcnge Was scarcely «ut of 
his mouth when the men sprang to Hhelr 
arms, and In the w>xt minute, three shots 
were exchanged between our sentry *nd the 
enemy. While the Muxim opened lire, the 
train steamed «ftowly southward lo the 
station. Mauser bullets from rifiliti from 
the left, and *tt>ra the front, at ranges of 
less than 10 yards, flying' across the trucks. 
AVe, In the tlWegroph office, onable to get 
In u shot, Taegan to realize the unpleasant 
fact that we were caught In a trap. We 
hud been nspectlng the patrol from the 
south, rr^con the east and from the west; but 
this attaclv came from the north. As the 
train drew up at the platform and the :im- 
liush rn.rtv crawled from their hiding 
places Tnlo" the trucks, 'bllglit Jets of llaiiie 
from Mauser barrels Ihed froiu the re- 
freshir.i.ni bar on tho oiiposlte platform 
bla/.eil oat across the iiiky blackness. The 
.Mavmi rattled with u noise like the patter- 
ing '.if a stick drawn along area railings, 
while the .Mausers teplled with their dry 
little ei.ughs— at 30 yards, remember! uud 
■.It ;!ci yards you onnnoi hear the hum of 
Wllets; the report 'drowns the noise. "Let 
them have a ■case -shot!" Bald the officer, 
and crash went our seven-pounder! Then, 
■us It to show how steady and cool they 
•could be, th«>y billowed the reverberation to 
lib' away before ^mother Mauser coughed 
iTs bullets at "up. We steamed nnrlhward 
lo the bridge to Join No. train, and very 
slowly too, fearing the line had been mined 
or destroyefl. IJt^was fumiy In a way; none 
of us wc-re .hurl, but -.ve, the lilters, had 
been bitten. We have never been abli' to 
11111 l;e out whether tin- enemy were awaie 
of our aiiitiUKh or not; but we are Inclined 
ici think not, because they would either 
liave lirmight ^a sufllcleiitly strong force to 
catch us or have carefully avoided the sta- 
tion under such circumstances; . and, had 
IlievAiiown we were In the telegraph of- 
fice, Uiey could have riddled It, for corru- 
gated Iron laoabout as much use as news- 
paper to "keep out Mauser bullets. Strange 
to say, one of the men of No. 2 train de- 
serted to .the >eneniy about half an hour be- 
fore the attack, but he could scarcely have 
bad liime to-'glve Intorniatlon. This desert- 
er, by way of showing how honoralile a 
man ihe •was, left Gs Od, which he owed a 
comrade for card debts! When tlie sun rose, 
we returned to the station, where we found 
that about !.'> or "-'0 horses had been tied 
up ihohlnd the barracks. Now, from U:.'i<i 
niitll the attack, I had strained my ears In 
listening for a .stniiul. I must liavi- heard 
the 't'hamplng of bits, had horses been rlil- 
deu In the vicinity, so we were driven to 
the ».oncluslon that while we were lying In 
ambush on one platform, the Bat-rs were 
sleeping en the other. I wonder If oppos- 
ing forces have ever In tho history of the 
woB!<b.«ii)ent a night so close to one another. 
The Tilwht -was so dark that the firing was 
fnaacurate, and yet It waj not wild, be- 
ciiiiHc oar fellows were splendidly cool and 
steady. Nor could we help admiring the 
Dutchmen; they lay silent and still while 
dicdl iwasi being let loose about them and de- 
liberately potted at the flushes of our guns. 

On .tJaouary 7 we were ordered to return 
nil thcXMork IV ammunition to store and 
to draw solid bullets Instead; this was a 
•very lh*norable decision, as there In no 
doubt .that "Dnm-Dum bullets are against 
tho Geneva Convention, which prohibits the 
use of •'"les balles qui s'liplatlsseiit. " Cn- 
fortunately. In Mafekhig, Colonel Bailen- 
Powcll'hal notlUng else but .Mark IV am- 
munition left; and when peace Is declared, 
there are sure to be vindictive accusations. 
In return for the "white Hag Incidents." 
With riijfaril to the white flag hoisted at 
Tull by the lioers. Captain Glyn assured 
me that the Hag In question was red and 
while, .w'hlch were the. colors of one of the 
scpiadrons of <;oloiiel I'imner's column. 'Ihe 
enemy had hoisted the red and white Hag 
with "a view of Inducing the British to come 
on. 

On Sunday morning at o'clock Colonel 
riiiiner \vlt». KKI luounteil and dl.soiouiited 
nii'ii. two nu.uiiialii guns and two Ma.xlms, 
niarcheil to the .Metsiniassiinana river, hav- 
ing advanced as far as Calierones by train; 
but, ,on arriviJ at the bridge by which the 
railway crosses the river, he dccldcil that 
the position was uiitonablc and decided to 
Tall back on eabcrones; the column ^^■as 
ordered to march back the nine miles Im- 
111 edlat'ely, -without unsaddling or resting 
the men; It was a weary and dlshonrtoncd 
body ,9i men that flle<l .Imo tiaherones 
Station at 10 o'clock on Sunday morning. 
This decision of Colonel Pbiiner's was all 
the mori' extraordinary as some of his of- 
ll.'ers. In rei.'oiiiioltering, reported that Ihe 
Ui.ers were by m. means .strong In uumljers 
In their la.'n;er at CrocDiJUe I'ools, not more 
than 'JDO at most. In coiiseiiuenre of Ihls 
alleratinii of plans, the ariuoreil trains 
again uiiderluok the somewhat dangerous 
wiiik ijf advancing llirougli Ihe thick bush, 
reellui; for tile enemy and repairing the 
destroyed culverts. The crew of llio ar- 
mored train, when they saw Ihe coliinin 
with Its guns retiring Into (Jaberoni's Sta- 
tion, volunteered to attack the enemy's 
laager, with the help of one mountain gim. 

The march had been excellently carried 
out by the column; and there Is no doubt 
that the hardships of the three months at 
Tull had hardened the volunteers Into an 
able body of men. On the afternoon of 
Sunday, Januory 14, Mr. Mollig, the rail- 
way engineer, completed a most success- 
ful piece of work In mending the brhlgo 
which had been burnt by the enemy; It 
may be nientionod that on the first occasion 
of its repair, Mr. Wallls succeeded In do- 
ing the work In nine hours; on tlii> 11th the 
armored train was able to cross live hours 
after the gangers had started tlie work of 
mending. .Mr. Wallls encouraged his na- 
tive workers by addressing them la pidgin 
Kaffir — 10 of the boys come from the Zam- 
besi, and when "Zambesi" '.vas called out 
every one of the It! responded, hence the 
name of the great river became the name 
of the gang of boys collectively; whenever 
the foreman called out "Zambesi, yon 

d d fool!" each nigger would grin with 

pleasure ut receiving the lOtU portion of 
this compliment and redouble . his. efforts. 
Colonel Plnmer was surprised "and delight- 
ed. On examining the bridges >lti -the first 
Instance his Idea bad been that- weeks must 
elapse before the .train coulit.holp'to keep 
open communications botwc6n Metslma- 
Buaana and Gaberones, a distance of nine 
miles; anil he explained that this was his 
reason for having declined the responslbll- 
Ity of holding the Metslmasuauua bridge.

EASY BLOBMPONTBIN. 

A riaco "Where Nobody Hurries Bocausi> 
'There Is Nothing to Hurry For. 

If iBIoemfonteIn, the capital of the Orange 
Ii"ree State, had been ^settled by English- 
men Instead of by Dutchmen It might have 
been named Slcep.r Hollow, from Its posh 
tlon and the quietude It was to take on, In- 
steail of receiving Its name from the llow- 
lii.s' fountain. Nothing hurries In liloein- 
foiitelu, not evcu the sun la his course 
through the llery inldsiuunier heavens. Folk 
ther\' get up early lu'tlie niornliig, ilii a 
little work, lay olT till after midday, and 
(pilt 'ijcfore the mhldle of the afternoon Is 
rea<!hed. There's Only one highway, and 
ou It nothing can he seen that by stretch- 
ing Ihc' language to the utmost can be 
called hustle ur bustle. The town Is like 
an oasis In the desert. Itound about the 
veldt Is fit, dull, parched and monotonous, 
.■\n nudulating plateau, surrounded by low 
hUlfi, the township Itself Is a fertile little 
gardtiii. In which nearly everything flour- 
ishes with the least possible amount of 
Trouble. Its roses are famous, so are Its 
vegetables, and Its mealies overtop those of 
the surrounding country by half a foot. 

There are about 7,000 whites In Itloein- 
fonteln, ami iierliaps half that number of 
natives. The tewii Is about feet above 

sea le<»el, ami the ellniale Is snlf, lialiiiy and 
Invigorating in the eiitreiiie. It Is -.vell- 
known and nuieli-used resort for those suf- 
fering from iniUuonary e«niplalnts. 

The clerks li.i the government ofllces are 
adepts a; lawn tenuis. The game forms 
the ihW.t excitement of the itown, and Is^ 
played with extraonllnary vigor throughout 
the year. On more than one occasion the 
South African ehtuuplouship, which Is com- 
peted f«r annually in Port Elizabeth or 
elsewhere bctweea teams representing the 
dllTerent icolonles ana state^, Sias been won 
by a 'Bloemfontcin player. 

One hears much English In the streets. 
Probably It Is tho native language of nearly 
one-half of the white population. One also 
notices a preponderance of pure Scots 
Doric, for ScvtJinien are In the ^ascendant 
In Ithieiofoiiti'Mi Maii.v menilx'rs of the 
volksraad an> of Scottish descent, as such 
freiiuenlly reeurrjag names as I'raner, Mac- 
farlane. Smart, .Macintosh and Innes 
abiindaiil ly Icstlfy. The talk In the parlla- 
incnl house Is oflielally 1" Dutch, but there 
Is a braw twang aVout much of It ulilch 
suggests that It has heen ac(pilred on the 
hanks of the Tweed .or thereabouts. 

The four sipiare appearance of Illoenifun- 
telii Is ciwliig ti> the fact that. 111 eoininon 
with nearly all Dutch towns. It Is laid out 
In rcetuiigular spaces, with streets e<pii- 
dlstant from one another, and bordered 
with the Inevitable eucalyptus or "gum 
tree," which flourishes here as almost 
everywhere In Ihe uplands of South Africa. 

The Raadzaal. or house of Parliament, Is 
an Important edlllee with some arehltcc- 
tural pretensions. It has a ilouied tower, 
anil looks like soini'tliing between a L'or- 
Keous AInsonle temple and a palail.ii niiisl(> 
hall. It cost near'y ?:i,W,()0<), and was fur- 
nished liy one of the most artistic and en- 
terprising houses of London. In front of 
the raadzaal, which Ls now used as a Uiw 
court, there Is n line statue of .1. H. Brand,

Churches 
are pri'valent In every street, almost at 
e\ery corner; In fact, liloeii foutelii Is one 
of the fi'W South African towns In which 
there are more churches and chapels than 
there are canteens. 

The presidency of Mr. Stcyn Ls a rather 
large and Important building of white 
stone, of a somewhat mixed order of nr. 
elittwture, but exceedingly emnfortahle, 
cool and commodious In structure. It cost 
nearly 5100,000 to build, and has a pretty 
garden of old English flowers, hollyhocks, 
clove-plnka and paeonles. 

Rloeuifonteln Is a ereat educational cen- 
tre and has a fine eollego, presented by Sir 
George 'Gray, once premier of Oape Colony 
and the (fnind Old Man of South Africa, 

The town hall, the postofllce, the tele- 
graph office and the law courts an? all snl)- 
stantlal and soiiicwiiat ornate liiilldlngs 
rather overpowering Ihc simple little villa 
In whhdi the arlstoi-rncv of the Orange 
Kree State dives. The lirltlsb community 
In Bloeanfonteln Is large and cultured. 

llloemfontein has a national museum. In 
a rather ramshackle building, which has a 
curious lihstory. It has been successively 
a church, the local house of commons, the 
Free Stiite court house, a public hall and 
the locality in which the original British 
convention was signed. The museum now 
adays eoiislsls of n small but well-arranged 
collection of fossils, minerals, birds' eggs 
ami ethnographical specimens. 

The sole defence of the town Is a single 
fort, andj antll ithe war, In that fort was 
Tile entire standing army of tho Free State, 
one battery of horse artillery. Hut the 
Free StattTS did not ft^ir, for over l.'!,(XJO 
burghers Nttnid ready to beat back th.e 
vader. and who could with.staiid such a 
force? The prhiclpal military authority of 
the town and the state was the (iernian 
Colonel "Von Allcreelit, vrho was IiicIikIihI In 
Cronje's HUrrcuilfr.

THE AFniKAXDi:n BOND. 

The determination of Groat Brlt.nln to 
Iii'osecute the war lin.'i made lus Jmpresslou 
upon the Uond leaders at the (.'ape. so Iliat 
whatever they may have expected lu the 
first Instance from a bumUlatiog "climb 
aown" on the part of Great Britain, has 
DOW faded Into a bope that tUcy may es- 
cape tmpllcatlon» tliemgelrcfl, and be free 
at the same time to make the best terms 
the.T can for their friends In the repub- 
lics. A people which has Invented and 
known how to work a caucus like the Af- 
rikaiuler liond, and ha.s had the astutenews 
to lay bold of the agency of tho press. Is 
not likely to be without resources at the 
critical moment, when all that Orcat Brit- 
ain ba.'j fouKht and bled tor may be .so 
ca.slly wrested from her by a single 11m- 
blfc'uous phrase scribbled on a piece of 
paper. 

NO TBBATY. 

No treaty of any description should be 
made with tho Dutch, for even though we 
conquer them we cannot hope for thPir Im- 
mediate transformation, or eradicate by a 
well-fought field the hcre<lltary and Inher- 
«>nt treachery of the Dutch nature. We 
have had abundant proofs of the readiness 
with which they will make promises that 
they have no Intention of keeping, and 
their propensity for lylm; low till the crit- 
ical moment for sprln;;lm; arrives. To 
lmai,'lne that any terms or any treaty which 
could be devl.iied would nurture In them a 
sense of honor would be tantamount In fu- 
tility to wasting soap upon the lOtlilopinn. 
The old cry that the Dutch are sprung of 
the same race as ourselves takes no ac- 
count of Intervening history, and Its mix- 
ture of Kaffir and Hottentot blood in Af- 
Tllcandcr vains. The situation must be 
Sraspcd as It i»— not as Ooer partisans 
'Would have us believe It to be. The best 
must be made of a cose which rests tipon 
investigated facts, and not upon representa- 
tlon.H. To confide In the loyalty of the 
Dutch— which the Radical press of this 
countr.v has been so reaily to di>- -su far as 
to place tlie powerful weapon of the fran 
cliisc within their reach, calls for the v,..ry 
jrravest deliberation. I'pou eiuiulry we 
shall llnd that the Hoers have never been 
loyal even to each other, unless the Ini- 
UKMllate object of i>liijiiler was directly 
liefore Ihelr eyes. It is the •■Imnc-e of 
plnnilcrluK their "brrnhcrs" in the cc>lonles ! 
which has eucouraijcd theui to iljilit tho ] 
Iloolnek. The coI(mlnl lloers. wiio wen.' { 
to Ijave risen to the assistance of lliose ' 
aiToss the Vtial, have not done so out of , 
fear that their doing ,so would result In 1 
losa and trouble to themselves. Do not ! 
let us be misled iicreoftcr by having their , 
njotlvcs for deserting tlie Free Staters an(} 
Transvanlers brought forward us a priwf 
of their loyalty. They are twice over dis- ■ 



loyal by their promise to rise and by their 

failure to do so. 
THE CONSIDERATIO.N liEFORE US. 

Wo may fully expect to hear attentiou 
IcMidly <"illed to Lord SalLsbury's speech. In 
Which he stated that we were not lighting 
for territory, and on this ground a claim 
for tho restoration of the ri'pnblic.s will be 
imt In. But since Lord Sulibbury spoke u e 
luive been brought face to face with colos- 
sal armaments of modern warfare, supple- 
mented by European lucrcenarles, which 
render explicable the bald Impudence and 
sliufiiing conduct of President Kruger s ne- 
KotiatloDs, and, lastly, witli Mr, Beitz's 
manifesto to the Afrilcanders of Cape Col- 
ony.

It matters far les.s what 
wealth, what titles, what race or color 
nia.v distinguish people If only they arc> 
equal in educitlon. In fact, given equal 
education, oven the genius wliieli is cer- 
tain to raise one man alxne anutlii'r loses 
somethlug of lis suiireme advautajje. To 
attemiii by the fi'aiLshlse to pass a ndlcr 
over the heads of so many t liousaiiils i>f 
human beings, and say thereb.v, "I have 
made you eiiual." would have the sole eff;'. t 
of crushing the hoails of tlu' t.'illest. and 
converting thi- others Into a compact mass. 

A.\ UliN'OltA.VT EEECTOUATE. 

This Is Just about what has taken place Ln 
Cape Colony. Those who granteil responsi- 
ble government to the Old Colony over- 
loolced certain Inalienable facts connected 
with the worltiug of parliamentary insti- 
tutions.

So marked a feature Is this 
constant reference to the (dM'torate. that 
In point of fact ail the culture and knowl- 
edge of our leading statesmen are constant- 
ly being placed before the poorest toller In 
the crowd. Whatever may be urged against 
the free press of this country, this much In 
Its favor must be admitted— that the utmost 
pains Is taKen to report the spi^eches of 
puWio men faithfully, and to give every 
mail who has anything to say a. fair bear- 
ing. It Is this level thlnlcing which ren- 
ders the control of parliament by a caucus 
Impossible. 

OORBtTPTION. 
In South Africa there is large ami pro- 
tiably iacreaslug body of uneducated voters 
who are sons of the soil, and whom It Is 
easy to form Into , a compact mass, whose 
support will be given to the men who can 
appeal to their narrow prejudices, their 
fears, or their enjildlty. Open lirlbery, ils It 
was practised In our corrupt coiistltiH'Ucies 
prior to the ballot. Is not tim only means 
by which votes can be cuptureil. There are 
various ways of hiuidllnt,' tlie franchise 
well known to those who liave worked 
elections in Cape (.'olony. Apart from the 
c-oiiirlvaiiccs of electioneering agents, tlirri' 
are 1,111, .is to lie disposed of by the party 
which c-omi's into power, bcslili's others. 
sui'U as Kcab-lnsiieclorshlps and the like, 
which to th(> neeily l)acl;-ia>untry Ituer arc 
prizes to lie obtained by local of family in- 
liuence ami which the Bond has left open 
I'Xpressly that the class of men appoint 
ed nniy he depended upon to contravene 
tile regulations of the statute. When to this 
Is added the payment of members lu the 
leglslallvo assembly at a rate said to ex- 
cised by two-thirds the expenditure for 
their maintenance during the session, we 
have Bufflclcnt grounds for assuming that 
If parliamentary Institutions were extended 
to the republics, the Bond, even wlliioiit 
Kruger's nsslsiance. would hi' able to sug- 
gest many ways for obtaining excidleiit 
pickings. ' Tills would result In the for- 
miition of a Boi'r party in tile house, pre- 
pared to sell Its support to the highest bid- 
dor, and a door would thiM-efore be iin 
mediately opened for the Introduction of 
political adventurers, 

8EDITI0.N IN THE I'UES.S. 

If equal rights are to ))e granted ,to the 
Boers of the Transvaal, then Dutch as well 
as English will become equally the lan- 
guage of debiite. Probably few peopp' In 
this country realize that the Bond returns 
Boer members to iiariinmont who cannot 
rend or understand an Eugiisli sentouci'. 

I They are therefore prevented from obtain- 
ing even the education whicli they might 
derive from following tho speeches of edu- 
cated men.

It is nn implement of 
coercion and terror, and Is used with dead- 
ly effect .upon n people who are peculiarly 
timid of exposure. The object of the whole 
Dutch policy Is not the enlightenment of 
public opinion so much as the consolidation 
of the Boors to oust the BrltlKli. But the 
fact to be borne In raind Is, tliat It was by 
conferring free parliamentary Institutlon.s 
upon Cape Colony that the country was 
handed over into its present slate of bond- 
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age,-. This was the Boer.replylJo''our mag- 
nanimity. 

JOHANNESCDRG TO-DA.,y. - 
Besides these grave political considera- 
tions against granting responsible govern- 
ment to the lepublics, there are problems 
intimately connected with Johannesburg as 
an industrial, centre which .require the busi- 
ness capacity of men trained la older oad 
larger communities than any In Sonth Af- 
rica. Johannesburg Is a modern capital, 
and will not remain as she la, "a city set 
on a bill.' From her will Issue other towns 
bora of her enterprlae. When Kruger fear- 
ed the extinction of Johannesburg with the 
llnal extraction of gold from the Rand, 
he argued with a peasant's foresight, which 
cannot penetrate beyond what It sees oa 
the ground. Two things go to form a mod- 
ern city— the first Is men .and the second 
railways. From the salubrity of Its cli- 
mate and Its commanding position It Is 
eminently suited ns a residential city, and 
tills it will undoubtedly become so soon as 
it throws off forever the trammels of Boer 
Interference. Municipalities will In time 
train the men of the country to do the 
public work of ttie country, and as their 
numbers increase with the .taereoso of the 
towns the strong guiding hand of the Im- 
pi rlal officials who will form the first take 
over the government will be withdrawn 
from a country old cnongb and strong 
enough to stand and walk alone. 

JOHANNESBURO TO-MORROW. 
Commercially and politically .fohaiiueslmrg 
Is tile point of highest strategic Importance 
In the sub-cuutluent. Whoever rules at 
.bdiannesHurit rules South Africa. It Is 
not merely as a mining centre that this, the 
largest cit.v, Is attracting attention; but 
owing to its situation mid-way between the 
I'rotectonite and tlie sub-tropics of Natal, 
and on account of the five converging rali- 
waj's (soon to be Increased by a sixth lead- 
lug, It Is surmli'.ed. to Great Fisii Hay .lo 
hamiesburg already counts as a creat ilis- 
iriliutlng eoiitre. 'tIio true Inwardness of 
South Afrti'Mii pidicy In future is a railway 
licdicy. Transport Is n mattc-r of sui b vital 
iniliortanei- that on h rests the iioiut for 
alll;i-ice ,aii.I ciuifereii..e between all stales 
Ini'liidlui; even (ieriii.iny and I'orlu;;,'!!, The 
suggestion tliat the republli's shoulil be 
liandeil over to Cape Colony as aiiilillonal 
Icrrilory has a llavor of rebel Inspiration, 
as such a ciiurse would leave thi' goverii- 
lueiit of .lolianuesburi.' at the mercy of the 
Ilonil. Tho alternative proposal that so 
niuidi of repnbllcaii territory Should he 
ceded to Natal U.S to Include Johannesburg, 
woiihl result in Natal being governed from 
Joliuimeshurg, nud a strong financial pow- 
er, with Durban oa a port, set up to wrestle 
with the needy, ignorant, greedy and cor- 
rupt Boer population lu surrounding states. 
Eederatlon under a plutocracy with an 
uiionlli;lin.ni.d public Incaiiahh. of inteili- 
;;eiit criticism woiil,! olTer pnssllillilles for 
men of boundless aniblllon. The pidni'ipai 
need of South Africa is a cssation from 
tin. acute tension of pcdltliMl strUL'gle. and 
a few yc.ars In wlileb to think out and dis- 
cuss calmly her pressing needs--i',lueatIoii - 
irrigation— transport, wdilic tli(. boumlarl|.s 
f tlie new divisions of territory are car- 
led out elTeetuully and scientillcaliy, 
CUVKRX.MK.XT APTEU TUB WAR. 
It wmild be only titling that leu years 
of imperial rule should follow In the rebel 
territories at the termination of the pros- 
(.iit war. .Sii.-h a course would Impress the 
Boers with a si'iise of the inilUary p.m-cr 
of Britain as mdliiiig else could d.i. The 
population Is lioslile and warlike, and no 
ivil ruli. W..UI1I actually suli.lue llieir pro- 
pensities. They have to learn to jiay ta.ves 
wlilch In nmiiy cases would taki- the form 
of an annual iiult rent upon I heir farms. 
Schools slio'.dd be built for the education, 
training and imiliileuauce of those Boer 
clilldri.n whose falliers have been killed 
In the late war or wiio are otiierwise desti- 
tute. The iirgeucj- of these points recom- 
mends a government which is not precisely 
crown colony, but which would treat the 
republics ami rebel districts of Oape Colony 
as conquered territory, and place tiiem In 
hands m firm as those which rule India 
and Egypt. All disputes with rival col- 
onies or states would be obviated; and on 
opinion evolved, which would form a ImibIm 
mi which parliamentary institutions might 
I'vontually rest.

Missionaries, tlieir wives aud ' their 
families from the uttermost parts of 
China, all ou their way to Chicago to 
attcud the great International conference 
of tho Methodist body, formed a consid- 
erable proportion of the pastsengers by tlie 
I'^nipress of China, arriving from Hong- 
kong and I'okohuina ywterUay after- 
noon. The Methodist denomination was 
not, of course, the only one represented, 
but the conferenci>-bound Methodists 
well in the majority. Of the not- 
ables among the homing family of thosi! 
who bad gone out to spread tlie gospel in 
the waste places, were Dr. and -Mrs. 
l^nvry, direct from I'ekiii; K. Laidlaw 
and wife, from Tientsin; Mi.ss Jackson, 
an especially active worker of the 
clmrcli missionary society; Mrs. I'itkiu 
aud lier golden-haired little son, from 
Tientsin; and itev. (ioorge IC. and Mrs. 
Whitmau, with their family of four from 
Swatow, who are bound directly for Ta- 
coma, but afterwards will pay a long- 
promised viMit to their old home In Nova 
Scotia, which they have not visite<l in 
ten years now. 

Thetse missionaries declare, as many 
others before them have, that although 
living for years in the heart of China, so 
close is the secrecy of Orientalism in poli- 
tical nialtem that they really receive 
news of China instead of imparting it 
when they reach the outside world. Al- 
though coming from I'ekin, for example. 
Dr. Lowry, who is president of the 
.Melhodist" college there, has little more 
information on the mo<-;t recent moves in 
the fantastic giiuie of statecraft than 
liave his fellow-workers from Tientsin 
and Swatow. All are agreed that the 
fate of the legitimate l-luipcror has been 
decreed by the steel-hearted Empress 
Dowager, tiie general inipression through 
out China being that he is being slowly 
poisoned, and will within the next six 
months at the latest pa.sa away. Mean 
while plots and counter-plots thicken, ilu 
Kc^formers growing bolder and. •the au 
thorities more active and determined 
ujisct thwr revolutionary caiculatlonn 

Kaug-yu-wei at last reiwrts had been 
endeavoring to purchase uniforms for ten 
thousand soldiers at Hongkong, and re 
presentations had been made by China 
to the British GoviU'uor there not 
permit such a sale under British domin- 
ion. I'Cang himself had made a feint of 
leaving Singapore for I.uiulon, but ilou- 
bled back with the pilot boat and-nvunied 
his place under tlie protection of the 
Kint;. A Chinese warship had been des- 
patched to Singapore and by keeping 
dose watch it was hoped to prevent the 
Might of the arcli-revohitionist whenever 
he should attempt to lly. Meanwhile his 
friends and supporters continue to have 
worked uimiu them the vengeance 
of the poweiti in control. Even the fami 
lies of those who have proved active ii 
promulgating the rovoliitiouiu:y pro- 
gramme from the safe exile of America 
are not exempt from punishment. A 
case in poiut is cited by tho reliable 
Nortli China News, and brings directly 
into [iromlncnce the Chinese minister at 
Washington, Wn Ting I'Cang (Ng-clujy^ 
This diplomat was originally a clerk in a 
lawyer's oUlce at Hongkong, whence he 
went to England; there ho sl.udie<l law 
aud waK called to the bur, subsetiueiitly 
bi^coming adviser profcsisiomilly to Prince 
Li Hung Chang. When ho became min- 
ister at Washington it was hoped by 
the progressitits of his own country that 
!ie would show the rej,ult of his Cauca- 
sian education. IJeceutly, Jiowevor, ho 
biis keenly disappoiuti;d Lhem, and iden- 
tifying one Lio Tung I'"'un .as a leading 
follower in America -of ICang Yu-wei 
wired to Viceroy hi to axrest all this 
nuin's family, since he bimself could not 
be interfered with on --Vmerican soil. In 
obedience to thiti order Vi«eroy lA has 
had the home of Mrs. Ia> 'J'aug I'"un sur 
niuiuled by a brge furee of soldiers and 
riiiiiRrs, under Llie coumiaiiil . of the Nam- 
lioi niagistraie, and .^D•^^.

Many Mines Being Developed in t 
Vicinity of Princeton. 

Mr. w. Holden, inspector of agencies 
of the l<\>deral Life: Insurance Co., and 
one of the directory of the Sunset Mia- 
ing Co., operating on Copper mountain, 
near Princeton, Is at the Driard, having 
recently returned from a trip. through 
the Similkameen country. He says the 
prospects for Princeton "and the ;^ur- 
rounding country are very bright.

As 
soon as llie IJiKt-fool level is reached 
more drifting will be done.

The owners have the grrat- 
est conlidenee in the property, and there 
is a good demand for the stock. The 
Lost Horse is likewise a promising prop' 
erty.

Brooks' colleague), and 
Mr. CouUiig (English Baptist niissimi. 
Shantung!. On some minor points the 
evidence was very contradictory, bat the 
Uiorc important inattens came out very 
clearly. The six men itrincipally con- 
cerned cupturi'd Mr. Brooks at Chaug- 
chialieii .and in sidte of the erpoKlula- 
tioiLs of ithe tipao or village constable, 
c-irried Iiiin away. They do not *eeni .t^o 
have killed their prisoner until he ut- 
tempted to escape. Five of tiie gang 
were muiuiier.^i^ of the Tatao Ilni, a ■fie- 
cret society of great local inllueiaec, ■nud 
Iheir conu<'c(;on with it seems to have 
terroriti(>d .the villager, who dii3 ;uot try 
to interfere. Only four men xvere nc- 
nmlJy iinplicated in the murder, nnd 
•igaiiist theiii convictions were recorded, 
sentence 'bciu),' deferred. As a result of 
the Brooks incident the disorganization 
of the "Boxing" society has beexi ordered. 

The ICurean crisis butweeii Jjfjfnin and 
Itussia Hcemci to have passed, an amicable 
settlement with Kussia having been 
readiied Jn iregard to the lattcr's idemunil 
for a foothold on the peninsula.

riiiladelphia for Yiilcohama with Stand- 
ard Oil Company kMosene, which foun- 
d(!_rcd on a ir-ei off 'Idzu. The crew, 
tthirty in luiniber, wil3i the single cxcep- 
fJon of the bo;jlswain saamod Smith, took 
to the boats and after a terrible row of 
i:orty inileti, landed. They are now be- 
ing cared for l).v tho SaJvation Army at 
Yokohania. Of the pasnengers lost with 
the Tokio-niani, one -ivas Kawaiuiita 
Ilaniknta, an eminent .Iiipaueso histor- 
ian, and another, Shiha Iviokii, a prom- 
inent weaver.
